AUDITORS’  STATEMENT 


Mr.  Theodore  N.  Waddell, 

Director  of  Accounts, 

Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation, 

State  House,  Boston. 

Sir: 

As  instructed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Harwich  for  the 
period  from  January  1,  1924  to  July  20,  1925,  and 
submit  the  following  report  thereon : — 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town  as  recorded 
on  the  books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or 
disbursing  money  for  the  town  were  examined  and 
checked  for  the  entire  period. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  checked  with  the  records  in  the  several  depart¬ 
ments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the  other 
sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town 
treasury,  and  the  payments  were  checked  in  detail  to 
the  selectmen’s  orders  authorizing  the  disbursement  of 
town  funds.  The  payments  could  not  be  checked  to 
the  original  bills,  however,  as  the  files  are  incomplete, 
due  to  the  fact  that  it  has  been  the  custom  of  the  treas¬ 
urer  to  send  the  bills  out  to  be  receipted  and  oftentimes 
they  are  not  returned.  This  practice  is  to  be  discon¬ 
tinued  in  the  future,  and  the  bills  retained  in  the  office. 

The  treasurer’s  cash  on  hand  was  verified  by  an 
actual  count,  and  the  bank  account  was  reconciled  with 
a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  Willie  L.  Kelley,  col¬ 
lector  of  taxes  for  1923,  were  examined  in  detail.  The 
detailed  list  committed  was  found  to  be  $2,857.19  in 


excess  of  the  assessors’  warrant;  and  no  warrant  was 
given  the  collector  for  the  December  assessments 
amounting  to  $202.77,  or  for  the  moth  assessment  am¬ 
ounting  to  $1,224.02. 

The  recorded  collections  were  verified  by  check¬ 
ing  the  cash  book  entries  with  the  amounts  credited 
on  the  commitment  book.  The  payments  to  the  treas¬ 
urer  were  verified,  and  it  was  found  that  duplicate 
entries  made  on  the  collector’s  cash  book,  amounting 
to  $115.30,  were  included  in  these  payments  to  the 
treasurer.  Of  this  amount  $41.53  was  refunded  in 
1924,  leaving  $73.77  due  Willie  L.  Kelley. 

The  amount  outstanding  on  February  16,  1924, 
and  recommitted  to  Henry  K.  Bearse  was  $106.50  in 
excess  of  the  warrant  given  him.  The  recorded  col¬ 
lections  were  verified  by  posting  the  cash  book  entries 
to  the  detailed  list  of  outstanding  accounts  of  Febru¬ 
ary  16,  1924,  it  being  found  that  the  collector’s  pay¬ 
ments  to  the  treasurer  were  $23.23  in  excess  of  the 
amounts  collected  as  per  his  cash  book. 

The  abatements  for  1923  were  verified  by  check¬ 
ing  the  assessors’  records  of  abatements  granted  with 
the  amounts  credited  on  the  commitment  books. 

The  commitment  for  the  year  1924  was  $2.18  in 
excess  of  the  assessors’  warrant.  No  warrant  was 
given  the  collector  for  the  December  assessments  or 
the  moth  assessments.  The  assessors  should  give  the 
collector  a  warrant  for  all  amounts  committed  to  him 
for  collection. 

The  collections  credited  on  the  commitment  book 
were  checked  with  the  collector’s  cash  book,  and  the 
abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessors’  records 
of  abatements  granted.  An  outstanding  list  was  drawn 
off,  and  verification  notices  were  sent  to  a  large  number 
of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as 
owing  money  to  the  town.  From  the  replies  received, 
it  appears  that  the  accounts  as  listed  are  correct. 
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The  appropriations  voted  by  the  town  were 
checked  to  the  town  clerk’s  records.  It  was  noticed 
that  a  number  of  receipts  have  been  added  to  the  am¬ 
ounts  appropriated  by  the  town.  It  is  apparent  that, 
in  some  instances,  appropriations  of  smaller  sums  than 
are  required  for  the  expenses  of  departments  have 
been  made,  depending  upon  the  receipts  to  make  up 
the  necessary  amounts,  thereby  leaving  an  indefinite 
amount  to  be  used.  Attention  is  called  to  Section  53, 
53,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  which  provides  that: 

All  moneys  received  by  any  town  officer  or  depart¬ 
ment,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  special  acts  and 
except  fees  provided  for  by  statute,  shall  be  paid  by 
such  officer  or  department  upon  their  receipt  into  the 
town  treasury.  Any  sums  so  paid  into  the  town  treas¬ 
ury  shall  not  later  be  used  by  such  officer  or  depart¬ 
ment  without  a  specific  appropriation  thereof. 

It  is,  therefore,  recommended  that,  in  the  future, 
all  appropriations  be  made  for  the  full  amount  to  be 
expended  by  each  department,  since,  under  the  stat¬ 
utes,  the  assessors  are  authorized  to  use  estimated  re¬ 
ceipts  to  a  limited  amount  in  fixing  the  tax  rate,  so  that 
the  appropriations  on  a  flat  basis  would  in  no  way  in¬ 
crease  the  tax  rate. 

This  matter  has  been  previously  called  to  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  officials  in  our  report  of  an  audit  made 
in  1922,  but  apparently  no  change  has  been  instituted 
to  date. 

The  balance  sheet,  appended  herewith,  and  show¬ 
ing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  as  of  July  20, 
1925,  indicates  that  a  number  of  accounts  were  over¬ 
drawn  in  1924  and  1925,  largely  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  various  receipts  mentioned  above  had  been  disal¬ 
lowed  in  the  audit  as  credits  to  the  various  appropria¬ 
tions.  Our  previous  audit  report  also  cited  Section  31, 
Chapter  44,  General  Laws  and  Chapter  253  of  the 
Acts  of  1922,  pertaining  to  illegal  overdrafts  and  the 
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penalty  thereon.  Again,  the  highway  accounts  deal¬ 
ing  with  general  repairs  under  Chapter  81,  General 
Laws,  and  the  Brewster-Harwich  construction  under 
Chapter  90,  General  Laws,  show  overdrafts  to  date, 
which  could  have  been  remedied  under  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  366,  Acts  of  1921,  amending  Chapter  44, 
General  Laws,  as  follows : 

If  a  town  has  appropriated  a  sum  of  money  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing’  or  repairing  a  highway,  to  be 
used  with  a  sum  or  sums  allotted  by  the  division  of  high¬ 
ways  or  the  county  commissioners  or  by  both,  and  is  re¬ 
quired  primarily  to  pay  that  proportion  of  the  expense 
for  which  reimbursement  is  to  be  received  from  the 
commonwealth  or  county  or  both,  such  reimbursement 
first  having  been  agreed  upon  by  said  division  or  the 
county  commissioners,  for  the  puurpose  of  providing 
the  necessary  funds  to  meet  the  expense  for  which  reim¬ 
bursement  is  to  be  made  the  treasurer  of  the  town  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  incur  debt  outside 
the  debt  limit  and  issue  notes  therefor  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  one  year  from  their  dates;  and  the  proceeds 
of  such  reimbursement  shall  be  applied  to  the  discharge 
of  the  loan. 

In  connection  with  the  appropriation  it  was  noted 
that  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  town  toward  the 
services  of  the  public  health  nurse  had  been  paid  over 
in  total  to  the  Visiting  Nurses’  Association,  which  is 
contrary  to  Section  2,  Article  3  of  the  Constitution  of 
Massachusetts,  which  states  that: 

. no  grant,  appropriation  or  use  of 

public  money  or  property  or  loan  of  public  credit  shall 
be  made  or  authorized  by  the  commonwealth  or  any 
political  division  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  founding, 

maintaining  or  aiding . any  college,  infirmary, 

hospital,  institution,  or  educational,  chartable  or  re¬ 
ligious  undertaking  which  is  not  publicly  owned  or  under 
the  exclusive  control,  order  and  superintendence  of 
public  agents  authorized  by  the  commonwealth . 
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The  amount  appropriated  for  the  district  nurse 
should  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  select¬ 
men,  who  may  arrange  to  pay  part  or  the  whole  of  the 
nurse’s  salary,  but  only  on  regular  warrants  to  the 
treasurer. 

In  checking  the  payments,  it  was  also  noted  that 
the  appropriations  for  the  Harwichport  and  Chase 
libraries  were  paid  over  in  total  to  the  trustees  and  that 
the  librarian  had  been  making  payments  from  the 
amounts  received  from  fines. 

It  as  also  noted  that  one  check  for  the  entire  high¬ 
way  pay-roll  each  week  was  drawn  to  the  commission¬ 
er,  who  acted  as  paymaster,  and  that  the  Park  Com¬ 
missioners  have  been  making  disbursements  from  their 
receipts  without  approval  by  the  selectmen. 

In  this  connection,  I  wish  to  call  attention  to  Sec¬ 
tion  52,  Chapter  41,  General  Laws,  which  reads,  in 
part,  as  follows : 

. the  selectmen  in  towns  shall  approve  the 

payment  of  all  bills  and  pay-rolls  of  all  departments  be¬ 
fore  they  are  paid  by  the  treasurer . 

and  also  to  Section  35,  Chapter  41,  General  Laws, 
which  reads  in  part,  as  follows: 

. the  town  treasurer  and  no  other  shall  pay 

any  bill  of  any  department . 

During  the  process  of  the  audit,  the  Park  Com¬ 
missioners  turned  over  the  balance  of  their  cash  to  the 
town  treasurer  and  in  the  future  all  receipts  will  be 
paid  to,  and  payments  will  be  made  by,  the  town  treas¬ 
urer,  upon  approval  by  the  selectmen;  and  separate 
checks  are  now  being  drawn  for  the  various  persons 
on  the  highway  pay-rolls. 

The  receipts  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and 
checked.

The  payments  to  the  town  on  account 
of  fees  for  1924  were  verified  by  checking  the  receipts 
from  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  with  the  am¬ 
ounts  entered  on  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 

The  securities  representing  the  various  trust  funds 
were  examined,  the  income  being  proved  with  the  ac¬ 
counts  as  reported. 

The  surety  bonds,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
duty,  of  the  treasurer,  collector,  and  clerk  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  you  are  hereby  directed  to  notify  the  inhabitants 
of  the  Town  of  Harwich,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections 
and  town  affairs,  to  meet  in  Exchange  Hall,  in  said 
town,  on  Monday,  February  1,  1926,  at  8.30  o’clock  in 
the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  Articles: — 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  act  in  said 
meeting. 

Article  2.  To  choose  on  one  ballot  the  following 
Town  Officers  and  Committees:  —  Town  Clerk  and 
Treasurer  for  one  year;  one  Selectman  and  Overseer  of 
Poor  for  three  years;  one  Assessor  for  three  years;  one 
Selectman  and  Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  one  year,  one 
Assessor  for  one  year;  three  Herring  Committee  for 
one  year;  two  Auditors  for  one  year;  three  Con¬ 
stables  for  one  year;  one  School  Committee  for  three 
years;  one  Trustee  Brooks  Library  for  three  years;  one 
Park  Commissioner  for  three  years. 

Article  3.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town 
officers  and  committees. 

Article  4.  To  hear  the  report  of  all  town  officers 
and  committees  for  the  year  1925,  and  act  fully 
thereon.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  harden 
with  cinders  the  unfinished  portion  of  the  South  County 
road  beginning  at  or  near  Dodd  Lane,  so  called,  and 
extending  to  the  lower  bridge  on  Herring  River,  and 
act  fully  thereon. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  widen 
and  straighten  a  portion  of  the  North  Harwich  road 
beginning  at  a  point  near  the  residence  of  James  Gal¬ 
vin  and  continuing  easterly  to  the  approach  to  the  rail¬ 
road  bridge,  a  distance  of  about  150  yards,  in  such  a 
manner  as  the  road  superintendent  shall  deem  best, 
and  to  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  therefor.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept 
the  road  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  beginning  at  the 
State  Highway  and  extending  to  the  South  County 
Road,  near  the  residence  of  Benjamin  F.  Bee,  and  to 
make  an  appropriation  for  land  damage  if  any  is  ex¬ 
acted,  and  act  fully  thereon. 

Article  43.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  harden 
with  oil  or  some  other  suitable  material,  Cross  Street 
in  Harwich  Port,  beginning  at  the  State  Highway  near 
the  residence  of  Herman  J.  Duwell,  thence  northerly 
about  460  yards  to  Miles  Street  near  the  dwelling  of 
Annie  T.  Smalley,  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the 
same,  and  act  fully  thereon. 


Article  44.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate 
a  sufficient  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  making 
needed  improvement,  and  repairs,  on  the  town  road, 
known  as  Forest  Street.  Said  road  begins  at  Main 
Street,  Harwich  Centre,  and  extends  south  and  forms 
a  junction  with  the  road  leading  from  Harwich  Port  to 
the  railroad  station  at  a  point  near  the  Golf  Links  Club 
House,  and  act  fully  thereon.

Report  of  the  School  Committee 


Grading 

One  of  our  endeavors  has  been  to  organize  the 
schools  to  obtain  a  better  system  of  grading.  A  year 
ago  last  fall  all  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  were 
put  together  under  one  teacher  with  highly  satisfactory 
results.  Last  fall  the  sixth  grade  pupils  from  the  Center 
were  put  with  the  sixth  grade  pupils  at  the  Port  and  the 
fifth  grade  pupils  from  the  Port  were  put  with  the 
fifth  grade  pupils  at  the  Center,  thereby  giving  two 
grades  instead  of  three  in  the  Center  and  Port  intermedi¬ 
ate  schools. 


Transportation 

This  is  the  hardest  problem  we  have  to  solve  and  it 
cannot  be  arranged  to  give  equal  convenience  to  all.  The 
grading  system  has  added  to  the  transportation  pro¬ 
blem  and  larger  barges  may  be  necessary  on  two  routes 
another  year.  State  and  city  children  taken  to  board 
by  different  families  are  crowded  upon  us  without  notice 
and  our  calculations  are  upset. 

Superintendent  and  Teachers 

Our  Superintendent  keeps  in  close  touch  with  each 
school  giving  advice  to  teachers  and  seeing  that  the 
work  is  carried  on  with  efficiency,  for  which  his  natural 
ability  and  long  experience  has  well  qualified  him.  He 
also  recommends  teachers  for  vacancies  in  which  capa¬ 
city  he  has  been  successful  so  that  now  we  have  an  able 
corps  of  teachers. 
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Health 

The  work  of  our  school  physicians  and  nurse 
been  satisfactory. 

There  has  been  no  contagious  disease  to  cause  clos¬ 
ing  of  the  schools. 

Colds  have  existed  more  or  less  but  with  the  inade¬ 
quate  heating  and  ventilating  we  cannot  but  feel  the 
hand  of  Providence. 


Repairs 

All  school  buildings  were  painted  last  summer,  new 
floors  laid  in  two  school  rooms  and  numerous  minor 
repairs  made.  Five  more  school  rooms  need  new  floors 
and  there  are  numerous  repair  jobs  inside  and  out  of 
all  buildings  yet  to  be  done. 

In  Conclusion 

While  we  feel  advancement  has  been  made  in  our 
schools  the  past  year,  the  necessary  room  and  facilities 
are  not  adequate  for  the  present  day  needs. 

A  business  course  in  the  High  School  is  felt  desir¬ 
able  but  there  is  no  room  for  it.  School  accomplish¬ 
ments  must  be  based  on  the  facilities  we  have. 

In  submitting  this  report  for  your  indulgent  con¬ 
sideration,  we  wish  to  say,  we  have  administered  the 
schools  to  the  best  of  our  limited  ability.

Superintendent  s  Report 


School  Progress 

When  we  read  in  school  reports  of  the  wonderful 
progress  that  has  been  made  in  the  public  schools  from 
year  to  year  we  find  ourselves  inquiring  as  to  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  further  improvement.  The  writers  of  school 
reports  are  often  speaking  of  changes  in  the  school 
curriculum  and  of  various  school  activities  which  the 
writers  frequently  denominate  as  progressive  movements 
in  education.  It  is  the  point  of  view  of  the  writer.  Pro¬ 
gress  to  some  is  only  the  marking  of  time  to  others,  and 
to  others  the  activity  may  be  retrogressive.  So  when 
one  wishes  to  know  if  a  particular  system  of  schools  is 
progressive  he  must  consider,  a  great  many  things 
minutely  before  he  can  find  an  answer  to  his  question. 
Among  the  matters  of  consideration  are  buildings, 
equipment,  means  of  support,  pupils,  organization  and 
administration.  After  a  consideration  of  all  the  forces  af¬ 
fecting  the  education  of  our  youth  we  should  give  some 
attention  to  the  product.  It  is  not  my  intention  in  this 
brief  report  to  consider  in  detail  the  foregoing  matters. 
I  mention  them  only  for  the  purpose  of  asking  those 
who  may  be  interested  to  direct  their  inquiries  along  these 
lines.  My  own  observation  of  these  matters  with  respect 
to  our  own  schools  leads  me  to  say  that  under  the  pre¬ 
vailing  conditions  the  product  is  fully  as  good  as  we 
need  expect.  Different  conditions  would  produce  differ¬ 
ent  results  more  or  less  improved  according  to  greater 
or  less  improved  conditions.  Better  results  than  we  have 
obtained  demand  better  conditions  than  we  have  had  to 
meet.  In  other  words  we  are  reaping  only  what  we  have 
sown.  Time  forbids  a  fuller  discussion  of  general  con¬ 
ditions  and  results. 
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The  High  School 

The  work  in  the  High  School  suffers  form  a  lack  of 
proper  space  in  which  to  do  the  work.  It  suffers  more 
from  a  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  pupils.  To 
find  the  cause  or  causes  of  this  lack  of  interest  is  not 
always  an  easy  matter.  To  find  an  effective  remedy  for 
it  is  more  difficult.  High  school  work  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  requires  constant  and  concentrated  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  pupil  day  after  day.  Unless  lessons  are 
prepared  with  painstaking  thoroughness  the  scholar¬ 
ship  will  never  be  of  such  a  grade  as  we  should  expect 
to  find  in  the  High  School.  It  is  not  enough  to  be  pre¬ 
sent  at  the  recitation  period.  Without  preparation  the 
time  of  the  recitation  period  may  be  wasted.  Parents 
sometimes  suppose  that  it  is  only  necessary  for  a  pupil 
to  be  present  in  school  in  order  to  obtain  a  high  school 
education.  This  would  be  true  if  the  school  day  was 
sufficiently  long  to  provide  the  necessary  time  for  both 
preparation  and  recitation.  Without  home  study  the 
prseent  day  is  inadequate  for  the  accomplishment  of  the 
best  results  in  the  high  school.  I  am  pleased  to  report 
an  improvement  in  the  work  of  our  High  School  although 
we  are  not  yet  getting  the  grade  of  work  that  should 
prevail  in  a  high  school. 

After  School  Sessions 

For  a  part  of  the  last  school  year  we  made  pre¬ 
vision  for  after  school  sessions  two  days  per  week.  These 
sessions  provided  an  opportunity  for  those  pupils  who 
needed,  it  to  obtain  individual  assistance  from  the 
teachers.  While  these  sessions  were  compulsory  for 
some  they  were  open  to  all  who  wished  to  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  the  opportunity.  Many  of  our  pupils  seemed 
to  welcome  the  advantage  offered  and  the  teachers  re¬ 
ported  an  improvement  in  the  work. 
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Objections  to  the  Plan 

The  greatest  objection  to  the  after  school  session 
was  the  expense  involved  as  the  barges  had  to  make  an 
extra  trip  to  take  the  pupils  home  when  the  session  wa.\ 
over.  The  plan  was  abandoned  as  our  funds  were  not 
sufficient  to  continue  it  longer.  Our  difficulty  is  due  to 
having  the  same  length  of  day  for  both  the  High  School 
and  the  grades.  In  the  neighboring  town  of  Chatham  we 
are  meeting  the  difficulty  by  having  the  High  School 
which  consists  of  the  upper  six  grades  begin  one  half 
hour  earlier  and  continue  one  half  hour  longer  than  the 
lower  six  grades.  The  conditions  in  Chatham  are  such 
that  this  plan  entails  little  or  no  extra  expense  for 
transportation.  Such  a  plan  is  not  feasible  for  Harwich. 
It  would  entail  a  hardship  upon  the  lower  grade  children. 

The  Solution 

It  would  involve  less  expense  to  have  all  schools 
begin  at  nine  o'clock  as  at  present  and  let  the  High 
School  continue  until  four  o’clock.  This  daily  session 
while  entailing  some  expense  would  provide  more  time 
for  study  in  the  High  School.  It  would  insure  some  prep¬ 
aration  at  least  for  each  recitation.  This  is  the  most 
helpful  suggestion  and  involves  the  least  expense  of  any 
that  I  can  make  for  the  improvement  of  the  work  of  our 
High  School.  The  pupils  are  capable  of  doing  better 
work  and  it  is  our  business  to  establish  such  a  condition 
as  will  help  them  to  do  it.  Transportation  and  modern 
conditions  have  deprived  the  schoolmaster  of  some  of 
the  means  of  securing  from  his  pupils  better  school 
work. 

Spelling  Contest 

Rivalry,  whether  for  an  honor  or  for  a  more 
material  consideration,  is  a  great  incentive  in  every  field 
of  human  activity.  Spelling  in  the  three  high  schools 
of  this  superintendency  was  at  a  low  ebb.  To  awaken  an 
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interest  in  the  subject  an  annual  contest  has  been  ar¬ 
ranged  with  three  representatives  from  each  of  the  three 
high  schools  taking  part.  The  first  contest  was  held 
June  15,  1925  in  Orleans.  The  next  contest  will  be  held 
Monday  evening,  June  7,  1926  in  Harwich. 

Silver  Cup 

The  Educational  Department  of  the  Orelans 
Woman’s  Club  has  donated  a  silver  cup  to  be  held  by  the 
school  winning  the  contest.  The  cup  will  become  the 
permanent  possession  of  the  school  that  is  the  first  to 
win  the  contest  in  three  successive  years.  The  Woman’s 
Clubs  in  Orleans  and  Chatham  gave  to  the  members  of 
their  High  Schools  that  remained  longest  in  the  contest  a 
gold  key.  In  Harwich  the  key  was  given  by  the  School 
Committee  to  the  Harwich  pupil  remaining  longest  in 
the  contest.  Last  June  the  cup  was  won  by  Harwich. 
Keys  were  presented  to  Phyllis  E.  Gill,  ’25  of  Orleans, 
to  Evelyn  M.  Bearse,  ’27  of  Chatham  and  to  Earle  L. 
Sims,  ’26  of  Harwich. 

Music  for  the  occasion  was  furnished  by  the  th^ee 
High  School  Glee  Clubs.  A  program  of  the  contest  is 
appended  to  this  report. 

Competitive  tests  in  other  subjects  would  no  doubt 
be  stimulating  and  beneficial.  The  value  in  such  contests 
is  to  be  seen  in  the  long  preparation  made  by  the  entire 
student  body. 

Cape  Cod  Survey 

No  official  report  of  the  Cape  Cod  Survey  has  as 
yet  come  to  my  notice.  I  am  speaking  of  the  matter 
here  for  the  purpose  of  arousing  an  interest  in  said 
survey  for  all  who  are  concerned  with  the  improvement 
of  our  schools.  I  believe  the  report  will  contain  some 
valuable  suggestions. 

Business  Course 

There  is  a  strong  demand  in  Harwich  for  an  efficient 
business  course  in  the  High  School.  This  demand,  how- 
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ever,  can  not  be  met  under  present  conditions.  More 
room  is  needed  if  such  a  course  is  to  be  offered.  How 
this  additional  room  is  to  be  provided  is  not  for  me  to 
say.  It  can  be  done  however  in  a  number  of  ways.  One 
way  is  to  build  a  new  high  school.  Another  is  to  take 
the  Intermediate  School  out  of  the  High  School  build¬ 
ing.  There  are  other  ways. 

State  Wide  Test  in  Arithmetic 

On  another  page  there  is  presented  the  grade  aver¬ 
ages  obtained  in  this  superintendency  union  in  a  state 
wide  test  in  arithmetic  sent  ot  from  the  Department  cf 
Edeation  of  Boston  University.  We  are  also  printing 
the  test  in  order  that  you  may  appreciate  the  average 
scores  obtained.  The  same  test  was  given  to  Grades 
Five,  Six  and  Seven.  Of  necessity  it  had  to  be  simple. 

I  find  that  the  teachers  and  pupils  are  eager  for 
such  tests  and  I  am  frequently  asked  if  it  is  not  possible 
to  have  more  of  them. 

Drawing 

Since  last  September  Drawing  has  been  taught  in 
all  the  schools  under  the  supervision  of  a  trained  super¬ 
visor.  The  Supervisor  visits  each  class  room  once  a 
week  and  the  regular  teacher  gives  one  lesson  to  the  class 
between  the  visits  of  the  Supervisor.  The  zeal  with 
which  this  work  is  welcomed  both  by  the  pupils  and 
regular  teachers  fully  justifies  the  undertaking.  We  are 
giving  as  much  time  to  the  subject  as  a  reasonable  time 
allotment  of  subjects  demands.  More  time  given  to  the 
subject  would  be  at  the  expense  of  other  subjects  equally 
important.  Less  time  would  seriously  impair  the 
efficiency  of  the  work.  Already  careful  observers  of  the 
work  have  noted  a  marked  improvement.  Its  close 
correlation  with  the  other  work  of  the  school  makes  it 
an  almost  indispensable  part  of  every  school  program 
of  studies. 
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Health 

There  is  an  improvement  in  our  health  work. 
Annual  and  more  careful  physical  examinations  are 
being  made.  Home  co-operation  in  the  correction  of 
defects  found  and  a  better  control  of  contagious  diseases 
is  noticeable.  Malnutrition  wherever  found  is  receiving 
more  attention  and  a  marked  improvement  in  the  health 
of  the  individual  child  is  noted. 

Physical  Culture 

While  some  advance  in  our  work  in  physical  cul¬ 
ture  is  noticeable  we  still  have  much  to  do  before  this 
work  can  be  said  to  be  on  a  truly  satisfactory  basis.  We 
are  slow  in  recognizing  the  real  value  of  this  work  and 
what  it  means  to  the  welfare,  comfort  and  enjoyment  of 
the  men  and  women  who  are  soon  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  our  country.  At  present  the  work  seems  to  be  a  thing 
to  be  talked  about  and  not  a  thing  to  be  done.  When 
prescribed  physical  activities  receive  the  same  unquest¬ 
ioned  acceptance  as  is  accorded  to  the  prescribed  mental 
activities  of  the  school  then  we  shall  have  results  no 
less  admirable  than  our  mental  achievements.

Report  of  High  School  Principal 


Attendance 

During  the  fall  term  the  average  attendance  in  the 
high  school  was  better  than  ninety-five  per  cent.  In  two 
or  three  cases  prolonged  sickness  has  caused  the  average 
to  be  somewhat  less  than  it  could  have  been. 

Scholarship 

With  the  idea  of  trying  to  maintain  a  good  school 
I  thought  it  advisable  not  to  give  high  grades  “indiscrim¬ 
inately”.  Those  that  earned  high  marks,  received  them. 
An  honor  roll  need  not  be  large  and  it  should  carry 
with  it  dignity  and  distinction. 

Recommendations 

To  give  the  pupils  a  fair  chance  to  compete  with 
other  high  school  graduates  this  school  should  offer  a 
more  diversified  curriculum.  To  most  of  the  pupils  the 
course  offered  is  too  classical  in  nature,  which  does  not 
consider  the  needs  of  the  great  majority  who  have  no 
intention  of  continuing  their  school  careers. 

The  Cape  has  its  share  of  foggy  weather  and  on 
such  dull  days  there  is  practically  little  light  in  the  main 
room.  This  discourages  study  and  seriously  impairs 
the  eyesight. 

Athletics 

In  all  schools  there  is  a  place  for  sports,  providing 
they  do  not  interfere  with  the  studies.  During  the  fall 
the  boys  played  base-ball  and  some  foot-ball.  At  pre¬ 
sent  the  school  has  a  freshmen,  a  girls’  and  a  boys’ 
basket-ball  team.

Report  of  the  Music  Supervisor 


At  the  end  of  another  year  we  find  the  monotone 
situation  much  improved  in  all  the  schools.  There  is  a 
great  need  for  music  assemblies  of  the  grade  groups, 
at  which  time  to  begin  work  in  Appreciation  of  Music, 
and  to  acquire  an  early  interest  in  chorus  singing. 

There  is  a  noticeable  improvement  in  the  individual 
independence  of  the  singing  of  the  pupils  in  the  grades, 
the  progress  made  being  more  nearly  up  to  standard. 

In  Grades  seven  and  eight,  the  class  is  tremendously 
interested  in  concerted  trio  and  quartette  singing  with 
fine  bass  and  tenor  parts.  Much  interest  has  centered 
in  the  so-called  “radio  programs”  which  we  “broadcast 
by  Station  WHGS”  to  the  pupils  of  West  Harwich 
Grammar  School.  These  programs  are  prepared  and 
presented  by  a  committee  of  the  pupils  themselves,  to 
the  class  twice  monthly  during  a  part  of  the  regular 
music  period;  and  they  have  all  the  ear-marks  of  the 
best  radio  programs  now  on  the  air.  This  service  has 
resulted  in  developing  some  hidden  talent  among  the 
pupils,  and  helped  to  eliminate  the  usual  self-conscious¬ 
ness,  and  add  another  strong  incentive  to  good  work  in 
the  music  period. 

The  High  School  Chorus  continues  in  its  usual 
enthusiastic  response  to  the  work  planned,  and  there  is 
continuous  improvement  in  the  tone  quality  nad  interpret¬ 
ation  of  the  chorus.  It  is  a  pleasing  fact  to  mention  at 
this  time  that  it  was  generally  agreed,  after  the  musical 
efforts  of  theChoruses  at  the  spelling  contest  of  last 
Spring,  that  Harwich  had  a  very  fine  Glee  Club. 
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An  elective  course  in  Music  Appreciation  or  Har¬ 
mony  in  High  School  is  most  heartily  recommended  at 
this  time. 

As  in  the  previous  year  of  my  work  here,  I  can 
heartily  pay  tribute  to  the  entire  co-operation  of  all 
the  teachers.

Report  of  Supervisor  of  Drawing 


A  great  many  people  think  a  course  in  drawing  is 
practical  only  for  those  who  are  planning  to  make  Art 
their  life  work,  but  that  is  not  so.  The  real  mission  of 
such  a  course  is  to  fit  our  young  people  to  make  the 
most  of  life. 

An  appreciation  of  beauty,  whether  in  art  or  in 
nature,  by  broadening  an  individual's  outlook  must 
make  him  a  happier  and  more  contented  person.  It 
ought  not  to  be  difficult  to  teach  that  in  a  locality  that 
is  so  full  of  natural  beauty  as  the  Cape.  The  incessant 
change  of  color  in  the  water,  the  motion  of  the  wind  in 
the  pines  are  a  constant  delight  to  the  person  whose 
eyes  have  been  opened. 

'  From  a  practical  standpoint,  a  drawing  course,  by 
developing  ingenuity  in  a  student  and  skill  in  his  fingers, 
gives  him  a  new  means  of  expression,  a  new  language. 
Although  probably  few  of  the  students  will  go  deeper 
into  art  than  what  is  given  them  in  the  grade  or  high 
school  there  will  be  a  very  small  percent  who  will  not 
use  the  knowledge  they  have  gained  either  in  their 
chosen  vocation  or  private  life.  The  girl  who  sells  in 
a  store  is  better  equipped  to  help  a  customer  having  had 
a  smattering  of  color  and  design.  A  boy  who  becomes 
a  carpenter,  for  instance,  having  had  a  chance  to  de¬ 
velop  his  sense  of  proportion  has  a  far  better  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  rise  in  his  profession.  The  person  who  has 
been  taught  to  use  good  taste  in  choosing  clothes  and 
house  furnishings  is  a  far  more  useful  and  happy  per¬ 
son  than  one  who  would  be  completely  at  sea  when  con¬ 
fronted  by  such  a  problem.  These  are  only  a  few  of 
the  many  things  an  art  course  can  do. 
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I  find  my  work  here  very  interesting  and  the  teach¬ 
ers  invariably  interested  and  helpful.  The  fact  that 
there  has  been  no  Drawing  supervisor  for  a  few  years 
has  hampered  my  work  more  or  less,  because  I  have 
had  to  teach  fundamentals  in  all  grades  and  I  haven’t 
been  able  to  do  things  in  the  upper  grades  I’d  like  to 
do.  The  children  seem  to  like  Drawing  and  I  have  been 
very  much  gratified  with  some  of  the  results.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  School  Committee: 

Gentlemen: — The  year  1925  has  been  marked  with 
good  health  among  the  pupils  of  the  Harwich  Schools 
and  it  is  only  within  a  few  weeks  that  one  or  two  cases 
of  contagious  diseases  have  occurred  to  mar  a  most 
perfect  year.  None  of  the  pupils  in  the  centre  have 
been  out  because  of  any  disease  at  all  serious. 

A  few  cases  of  impetigo  and  scabies  are  all  that 

we  have  had  to  contend  with  and  these  have  yielded 

* 

readily  to  treatment. 

If  1926  is  as  good  a  year  it  is  certainly  all  that  we 
can  ask. 

The  annual  examination  of  the  pupils  discloses  im¬ 
provement  all  along  the  line. 

More  attention  will  be  given  to  the  care  of  the 
teeth  the  coming  year  and  it  is  hoped  some  arrangements 
may  be  made  with  the  dentists  to  establish  a  clinic  for 
deserving  pupils. 

The  gradually  widening  sphere  of  activities  which 
are  concerned  with  safeguarding  the  health  of  school 
children  makes  the  school  physician’s  work  more  and 
more  important.  We  must  all  realize  the  fact  that  the 
communicable  diseases  may  lead  to  physical  and  eco¬ 
nomic  disaster.  Board  of  Health  and  School  Physicians 
can  do  very  little  to  prevent  the  spreading  of  contagious 
diseases  without  the  cooperation  of  the  parents.

Report  of  School  Nurse 


It  is  a'  great  pleasure  to  go  over  the  school  year 
and  find  so  little  sickness.  We  have  been  almost  free 
of  epidemics. 

Mumps  broke  out  in  the  North  Harwich  schools 
but  they  were  confined  entirely  to  that  section. 

We  have  had  a  few  cases  of  chicken  pox  and  pink 
eye,  but  no  measles. 

Since  the  schools  opened  in  September  the  chil¬ 
dren  have  all  been  weighed  and  all  underweights 
checked  up;  but  this  year  we  have  fewer  than  last.' 

During  the  months  of  January,  February  and  March 
extra  milk  was  given  to  these  children  and  there  was  an 
improvement. 

In  July  two  children  were  sent  to  the  summer 
camp  at  Pocassett.  In  December  five  children  were 
taken  to  the  eye  clinic  at  Hyannis  and  glasses  adjusted 
to  those  who  needed  them. 

The  schools  have  been  visited  at  least  once  a  week 
and  all  sickness  reported  followed  up.  Besides  the 
weekly  school  visits  there  have  been  129  home  visits. 
I  thank  the  parents  for  their  kind  co-operation.

Report  of  Estimating  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich : 

Your  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual  Town 
Meeting  to  bring  in  estimates  for  a  School  Building  beg 
to  submit  the  following  report.  In  accordance  with  your 
vote  we  have  secured  plans  and  specifications  and  have 
obtained  bids  with  certified  checks  for  same.  In  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  usual  procedure  these  plans  and 
specifications  call  for  four  different  contracts : — 

First  General  contract  which  provides  for  the 
erection  and  completion  of  the  building. 

Second  The  Heating  and  Ventilating  contract. 

Third  Plumbing  contract. 

Fourth  Electrical  contract. 

Under  the  general  contract  we  received  eight  bids 
ranging  in  price  from  $93,594  to  $133,777.  Three  bid¬ 
ders  gave  price  on  a  wooden  structure  ranging  in  price 
from  94,065  to  $98,000. 

On  the  Heating  and  Ventiliating  Contract  there 
were  ten  bidders  with  prices  ranging  from  $14,863  to 
$18,900. 

One  the  Plumbing  Contract  there  were  two  bidders 
with  bids  of  $6,959  and  $9,149. 

On  the  Electrical  Contract  there  were  eleven  bid¬ 
ders  ranging  in  price  from  $2,996.81  to  $4,785.65. 

With  the  above  bonified  bids  accompanied  by  certi¬ 
fied  checks  we  find  that  such  a  schoolhouse  as  has  been 
planned  could  be  erected  and  equipped  on  a  graded  lot 
in  Brooks  Park  for  th  esum  of  $135,167.58  ready  for 
occupancy.  This  sum  is  arrived  at  as  follows:

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1st  year  $2, 167.58,  no  interest,  Increased  tax  67c. 

2nd  year  $7,000.00  principal,  $5,320.00  interest. 

Increase  tax  $3.89 

3rd  year  $7,000.00  principal,  $5,040.00  interest. 

Increase  tax  $3.72 

4th  year  $7,000.00  principal,  $4,760.00  interest, 

increase  tax  $3.26 

Notes  continue  at  $7,000.00  per  year  with  interes 
charges  reducing  at  the  rate  of  $280.00  per  year  until 
we  reach  the  final  payment  of  $7,280.00  principal  and 
interest  on  which  the  tax  rate  would  be  $2.25  per  1,000. 

These  figures  are  made  on  the  estimated  Town 
valuation  for  1925  of  $3,233,630.00. 

We  have  held  since  our  appointment  eight  meetings 
of  the  full  committee  at  which  we  have  always  had  a 
quorum  and  at  some  meetings  every  member  has  been 
present.  In  addition  to  these  meetings  of  the  full  com¬ 
mittee  each  member  has  put  in  considerable  time  on  sub¬ 
committee  work.  Also  two  public  hearings  have  been 
held  in  accordance  to  your  instructions. 

Of  your  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  the  work  of 
this  committee  in  procuring  plans,  specifications  and 
bids  the  expenditures  are  not  expected  to  exceed  $400.00.

Article  2.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Estimating 
Committee  on  school  building. 

Wm.  N.  Eldrdege  read  a  very  complete  report  of 
said  committee.  This  report  was  voted  to  be  received 
and  hied.  It  was  further  voted  that  the  Investigating 
Committee  be  continued  and  requested  to  bring  in  at  the 
next  Annual  Town  Meeting  a  definite  recommendation 
on  the  subject  of  improving  our  schools,  and  the  sum  of 
$1,100.00  was  appropriated  for  carrying  out  the  work.
